highlights: 

The imoortance of selection of colours according to an orderly plan in consideration of 
decoration of buildings, either within or without, is now generally recognised, but the use of 
adjacent colours, more particularly broken in design by the judicious use of highlights, is only 


being gradually used systematically in this country. 


Human vision and the human eye is adapted, by many years of evolution, to daylight and in the 
great majority of cases any decorative scheme is seen against a backcloth of white daylight. 
The influence of this white light upon general schemes of decoration is often neglected or at 
least forgotten. Such daylight helps to dilute and blend the various colours of a decorative 
scheme, and by utilising this principle — that is the introduction of highlights into a decorative 


scheme — it can be raised from mediocrity to a reasonable standard. 


Highlights can be introduced by the judicious use of very light colours in small areas upon 


window frames and doors and forming a mosaic pattern of strong colours outlined by white 
lines. In this way the general appearance of a decorative scheme can be made attractive and 


harmonious.

Glass speaks for itself 

It is curious that Pilkington Brothers should have kept so 
quiet about their remodelled showroom at Selwyn House, 
St. James's. It was done some time ago by Margaret Casson, 
yet none of the architects I met there at a smal! party last 
week had seen it before. In the old showroom | remember 
being overpowered by black vitrolite and sculptured glass, 
engraved glass and every other kind of man-worked glass. 
In the new showroom the designer has let plain plate glass, 
a most beautiful material, speak for itself. 

The main feature is a series of glass plates of varying width 
reaching from floor to ceiling without frame. The ceiling must 
be nearly 20ft high. These plates are arranged at right-angles 
to each other and are of varying thickness. The effect is of a 
piece of sculpture, in which people in the room and other 
objects and the plates themselves are delicately reflected. 
Colour has been restricted to gentle greens and blues, the 
colours of plate glass itself. Two side walls are lined with a 
fibreglass sandwich lit from the back and giving brilliant 
silhouette effects to glass products and samples displayed on 
open shelves. I only wished that there had been a photo- 
grapher to record the silhouettes of some of the distinguished 
architects who were there. This is an enchanting room and 
well worth a journey to the wilds of St. James's. 


Torroja at the AA 


The Yerbury Foundation is certainly pushing the boat out 
this season. Last Wednesday it arranged for the famous 
Spanish engineer, Professor Torroja, to read a paper at a 
meeting of the AA. Naturally enough, almost all the leading 
engineers in London were present and quite a number of 
architects as well. 

The professor, who speaks excellent English, impressed me 
by his quiet and almost confidential assurance and complete 
lack of bombast. He alternated his talking with bouts of 
slide showing and gave a very full review of current concrete 
steel shapes. 

Although I enjoyed his talk very much, | wondered after- 
wards whether I had learned anything new, for after all I 
had been listening to one of the world’s leaders on the subject. 
| decided that I had heard most of it before, but not in that 
way. I had therefore benefited by seeing the subject through 
the professor's eyes. 

Everyone always wants to know how these great mathematical 
designers start off. Do they think of a shape and calculate it 
or do they do a mass of sums and thus arrive at a shape? It 
seems that the outcome is the result, in Professor Torroja’s

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case at least, of much thinking and contemplation, based on 
a wide experience of the subject. This leads to the right choice 
of shape for the right building and also to the right shape for 
calculation, the calculations merely serving to prove the 
correctness of the choice of shape. 

Professor Torroja was particularly interesting on the 
subject of the effect on the public of the new concrete shapes. 
He pointed out that the first concrete buildings were treated 
with scorn by the public, but are now accepted. Fashion had 
always changed in architecture as in everything else. Human 
beings needed change. The public would soon learn to look 
at, and like, the new shapes. They were certainly more 
difficult to look at and appreciate, but the infinite variety of 
slopes seen when the sight line was changed on these buildings 
gave them great interest. Everything needed to be based on 
experience however when it came to design and, said the 
professor, ‘to get experience needs many years’. 


Sailing architects 


I have often written of the partiality of architects for the sea. 
Last week Frank Yerbury, recently 75—belated congratulations 
sir—had the bright idea of collecting them together and having 
a party at the Bc. The excuse was a delightful film made by 
Robert King for ICI. Mainly taken at Cowes week, 1959, 
it is most skilfully done and raised mighty longings in the 
breasts of the sailors present. Everyone had forgotten the 
wonderful weather of that year and accused the film-makers 
of having invented it. It was a trade film of exactly the right 
type. In Shell-film-unit fashion, ICI was not mentioned 
except in print at the end, and the only references to their 
products were a not very obvious pot of the right paint and 
two mentions of the magic word Terylene. 

The programme included another film by the same pro- 
ducer of the Goucho country, Argentina, and very pretty 
too. “Beef-extract’ used once gave the clue to the sponsorship. 

These sailing architects had been suitably diluted with other 
sailors from the building industry, and a number of Royal 
Ocean Racing Club ties were to be seen. F. B. R. Brown, late 
of the MoE and now practising in retirement as a naval archi- 
tect, looked younger than ever. The remainder represented 
every kind of sailing, from car top dinghies to twenty- 
tonners. It was surprising, but I think fortunate, that no-one 
suggested the formation of an architects’ sailing club. 


Holborn scores again 


Holborn Borough Council's new indoor swimming pool, 
which adjoins its well-known open-air pool, on the Oasis site 
at the corner of High Holborn and Endell Street, London, 
was opened last Friday. The two pools are unique in Britain, 
surrounded as they are by shopping streets, office blocks and 
theatres. It says much for the co-operation in the local 
authority team that in spite of credit squeezes and difficulties 
of that kind, they have managed to produce a first-class public 
library and now an indoor pool in quick succession; and yet 
Holborn is the smallest of the metropolitan boroughs. The 
interesting thing about the indoor pool development is that 
it was undertaken by the metropolitan borough in collabora- 
tion with developers who have built an 11-storey office 
building above it. I am told that the ground rent for the 
offices will more than pay for the upkeep of the pool. The 
pool itself, shown in my picture, has an underwater viewing 
panel, excellent for swimming instruction and for television 
filming. My congratulations to Holborn. Other local 
authorities please copy. 


The York Institute 


It is an open secret that the Institute of Advanced Architec- 
tural Studies at York has been for some time looking to the 
proposed University of York for its future. The untimely 
death of Dr. Singleton earlier in the year left a gap which ha 
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not yet been filled. The York Academic Trust, which adminis- 
ters the Institute, has now announced that while the new 
status of the Institute in relation to the University is being 
decided, no new director is being appointed. However, Mr. 
W. A. Allen, superintending architect of the BRS, is acting in 
an advisory capacity until a permanent appointment can be 
made. 

This is most interesting news which, combined with the 
rumour that there is to be a school of architecture in the new 
University, provides material for speculation on Mr. Allen’s 
future.

Bristol fiasco 


The PRIBA made no comment when he dined last week at 
Bristol (see last week’s issue), but there is a sequel to the yellow 
bulldozer’s activities. | am told that the excavation work 
by the bulldozer has caused cracks to appear in the terrace 
above the site and the terrace is in danger of subsidence. 
It is reported that the occupants of the terrace have been 
informed by the Bristol city engineer that their houses are in 
danger. I am sorry for the householders, but it is very much 
a case of ‘I told you so’. When the Royal West of England 
School of Architecture was working on its study and 
scheme of development for Hotwells, they took account of 
the possibility of subsidence, and this scheme was on 
exhibition at the Bristol Building Centre earlier in the year 
for all to see. The Hotwells scheme structural form was 
designed to cope with the curious strata formation. 

Here we have valuable technical information ignored by 
the developers and the corporation, it seems. It is most 
unlikely that this would have occurred if a comprehensive 
development scheme had been planned for the site, for only 
on such a scale could the sub-strata conditions be stabilized.

Planning officers at public inquiries 
The following statement has been issued by the Council of 
the Town Planning Institute: 

There has recently been considerable discussion and corres- 
pondence regarding the position of a planning officer called 
as a witness at a public inquiry, where the decision of his 
employing authority was contrary to his advice. Mr. H. 
Heathcote-Williams, oc, in his letter published in The Times 
of April 9, 1960, maintained that an expert witness should 
give evidence in reliance upon his own professional skill, 
judgement and experience and that no party, whether local 
authority or otherwise, should be entitled to require him to 
give as his expert evidence opinions which he does not share. 
The arguments in support of this view may be summarized as 
follows: 

(a) The proceedings at public inquiries should—as emphasized 
by the Franks Committee—be characterized by openness, 
fairness and impartiality. 

(b) It is the task of the county clerk, town clerk or other 
advocate to present the case for the authority and in cases 
where the planning officer cannot honestly and with 
integrity support the case then it is for the advocate to 
decide whether to call the planning officer at all or whether 
to call a member of the authority or some other person. 

(c) The witness is morally and legally obliged to tell the truth. 
Moreover, under section 104 of the Town and Country 
Planning Act 1947, an inspector may put the witness on 
oath—indeed, in Scotland this is the normal practice. 

The contrary view which was expressed in the correspond- 
ence, was that if the practice of planning officers putting 
forward their own views and not those of the authority were 
general, then it would be of little use for a planning com- 
mittee ever to differ from the recommendations of their 
officials. 


The Town Planning Institute, as the chartered body 
representing the planning profession, has considered these 
issues. They appreciate that the number of appeal cases where 
the planning authority has not accepted their officer’s advice 
represents a very small proportion of the whole; nevertheless 
such cases do arise and as such they affect very closely the 
professional integrity of the officers concerned. It is therefore 
most important that the position of the planning officer 
should be clearly understood. 

In a great many town planning issues there are pros and 
cons which have to be weighed and judged, and decisions 
one way or the other will often be finely balanced. Investiga- 
tions, meetings and discussions between the applicant, plan- 
ning officials, other local authority staffs or other official 
bodies will normally reveal different points of view. In 
meetings of officials, members, sub-committees, committees, 
and the council, cases will be debated and decisions arrived 
at which will be loyally supported by the planning officer 
andor his staff at a public inquiry. Few cases are entirely 
black or white and in marshalling his case the wise planning 
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office block or embassy ? 


a comment on the new United 
States of America Embassy, London 
by R. Furneaux Jordan 


IT 1S NOT an embassy, it is a chancellery. True, it contains the 
Ambassador's office, but he will still reside and entertain 

-except on a small scale—at his house in Regent's Park. 
If our own ambassador was to vacate Pauline Borghese’s 
lovely villa, for, say, an apartment at Passy, how the glamour 
and the charm would fade! All this is not to split hairs about 
details of protocol; it concerns the fundamentals of architec- 
ture. The Embassy in Grosvenor Square is an example- 
and they are common enough in history—of a building 
whose external shell is in defiance of its internal functions. 
When Lutyens fitted Baroque salons inside pastiche manor 
houses, or when Vignon fitted three domes behind the Made- 
leine’s pediment, the result was discomfort. It is a form of 
discomfort not revealed by photographs; it is acute as the 
actual observer passes from the outside to the inside. 

Saarinen’s building has very great merits—it is, for instance, 
extremely chaste—but this other quite fundamental defect 
must be dealt with first. The United States Embassy is a 
supreme example of anti-climax. The high ground floor gave 
the architect a chance to design three monumental entrances. 
The chance, all unthinkingly, has been seized. These flights of 
steps, these great glass doors, are generous, tall, elegant and 
even grand. They lead to nothing. There is nothing to lead 
to. This is a block of offices. It contains nothing internally 
to match this external elegance. The two side entrances lead 
only to the most mundane rooms—visa hureans and the like. 
The central entrance admittedly extends inwards to a small 
but expensive and rather precious vestibule —-all Pentelic (!) 
marble and fountain jets. There are echoes here of that 
exalted vestibule at General Motors, but a vestibule, like the 
entrance itself, must lead on to something correspondingly 
fine—and here it never can. One passes through tall doors and 
past the fountains in search of a bonne bouche which eternally 
evades one. Even His Excellency’s own room is only an 
office—‘tarted up’, but of the same height and width as the 
office of a junior typist on the fourth floor 


One is not asking—like the early functional! purists—for 
any precise external expression of internal structure. One ts 
asking only that the building shall be the same kind of 
building within and without. This anti-climax of the new 
embassy is all the more uncomfortable because Saarinen 
an extremely intelligent man—should never have fallen into

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one trap while avoiding another. He has. It is no secret that 
he had imposed upon himself a ‘Georgian’ scale—an over- 
sensitive and excessively diplomatic homage to a vanished 
Mayfair. Now, Saarinen is far more perceptive than any of 
our own neo-Georgian men who think ‘Georgian’ is just 
sash-windows and quoins. He knows perfectly well that the 
essence of the Georgian house, in descent from the Roman 
palace, is differentiation of floor heights—the piano nobile— 
hence its doom when applied to flats or offices. Knowing 
this, Saarinen did in fact introduce a piano nobile which, in a 
real embassy with genuinely differentiated floor heights, he 
would have been entitled to do. He then transferred his 
piano nobile to the ground floor. Again, had the whole 
ground floor been a huge salle des pas perdue—as indeed it 
appears to be externally—then Saarinen was entitled to do this. 
What he was not entitled to do was to provide a piano nobile 
for taking fingerprints and filing dossiers. Thus, in avoiding 
the familiar neo-Georgian trap, he has fallen into the opposite 
trap of a synthetic external grandeur unwarranted by his 
programme. 

For the rest, this is in many ways a beautiful building. 
The strong sculptural texture of the fenestration is conceived 
almost wholly in terms of the velvet blacks and bleached 
whites of Portland stone. The multiplicity of small surfaces 
will here play the same role as they do in Wren’s Baroque. 
True, the weathering will be more effective onto the back- 
yard—facing the western gales—than onto Grosvenor Square. 
but it will weather in the end. Then, perhaps, the touches of 
gold—the derided ‘costume jewellery’—will come into their 
own. Already the pattern of the fagade has a curiously civilized 
and very urban richness as one glimpses it between the plane 
trees. At least it is cosmopolitan. 

Internally—though not all the craftsmanship is equal to 
the design—this is the chastest building I have ever seen, all 
white and off-white and delicate extruded sections that, in 
effect, replace all mouldings. Never in colour, and hardly 
ever in form, is the architect seduced from his extravagant 
asceticism. The difficult diagrid, structural basis of it all, is 
skilfully handled, although the Gothic builders—Saarinen 
might have recalled—had to invent the boss whenever five 
ribs instead of four collided at a point. There is no other 
solution. 

There are fine moments, as in those meaningless entrances, 
when transparency, proportion and purity give the untravelled 
Englishman a glimpse of the best of Mies. 


All new embassies are necessarily odd fish, belonging 
architecturally neither to one country nor to the other. 
This is no exception. It fits neither into the story of our own 
development, nor that of Saarinen. One may even ask whether 
Saarinen has not in fact lost interest, whether he has not 
already—since he designed this building—moved on to a 
different architecture, one of curves, shells and parabolas. 
Only some such loss of interest can explain Saarinen’s 
apparent indifference to the sort of furniture which the State 
Department are now allowing to pass those elegant doors. 

Many criticisms and comments will be made on this 
building—most of them superficial. If we pay the building 
the respect duc to it as the important work of one important 
man, then the one fundamental criticism is the one I have 
made—the architect was so delighted to be designing an 
embassy that he never realized that in truth he was designing 
only an office block. All other faults stem from that. 
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officer in the witness box will concede as well as make points. 
In many border-line cases the planning officer, having weighed 
all the facts and recommended approval on a knife-edged 
balance, may ultimately be able to support a decision of his 
committee contrary to his first recommendation. There will, 
however, be other cases where the planning officer feels quite 
genuinely that this professional integrity would not allow 
him to support in evidence a refusal contrary to his advice. 

The Institute does not consider that in such cases there is 
any question of disloyalty by the planning officer to his 
employer. He is engaged by them in a professional capacity 
and the case for the local authority can still be made by the 
advocate and other witnesses. The Institute would go further 
and say that it is important to the local authority that the 
integrity of their planning officials should be recognized by 
the public. Planning officers are constantly in touch with 
members of the public, advising them on the prospects of 
applications. Frequently individuals will not proceed with an 
application or the purchase of a property, or carry out some 
other transaction after taking the advice of the planning 
officer. They come to rely upon this advice. 

Moreover, the planning officer contributes in a large 
measure to the creation of the development plan and the 
planning policies of his authority. In the light of this it is 
clear that his recommendations on particular issues will of 
necessity be identified with such policies. 


* * * 


It must be borne in mind that the planning profession, 
probably more than any other, has its decisions subject to 
appeal at every turn. The rigour of this discipline therefore 
enters into the planning officer’s thinking to a greater extent 
than is commonly appreciated. His frequent statements, 
made in public, are often taken down verbatim and can be 
readily quoted on subsequent occasions. They are also 
reported, often very fully, in the local press or in technical 
journals and on occasion in the national press. It is important 
therefore to the planning authority and to the respect in 
which he is held by the public that the planning officer should 
be seen to be a public officer of professional integrity. For 
this reason his views should be consistent and coherent. 

In the opinion of the Institute the maintenance of this point 
of view does not in any way undermine the loyalty of the 
planning officer to his authority. The value of the planning 
officer to his authority rests upon his professional skill, 
integrity and judgement. Town planning today is a complicated 
process and in its daily administration had important effects 
upon the individual. While it is fully realised that officials 
must not seek dogmatically to impose their views upon 
elected representatives, the Institute is confident that the 
latter will be the first to appreciate the need for their officers 
to maintain a high standard of professional integrity 

Where the officer feels genuinely that the maintenance of 
his professional integrity must preclude his supporting at a 
public inquiry the decision of the planning authority, he 
should advise the authority in order that they and their legal 
officers may consider the alternatives open to them. Among 
these will be the possibility of the planning officer giving 
evidence of the policy of his committee and the reasons for it, 
while not concealing that it is at variance with his own views. 
The opinion of the officer is only one of the factors which will 
be taken into account by the Inspector and the Minister, 
and there is no reason to suppose that the Minister will not 
give full weight to the authority's contentions despite the 
fact that the planning officer has expressed contrary views. 


A new Smithfield Market 


A copper-covered roof of shell concrete wil span the new 
Poultry Market at Smithfield, which will replace the building 
destroyed by fire two years ago. Designed-by. Ove Arup and 
Partners, consulting engineers, the roof will be 70ft high, 230ft 
long and 130ft wide, on concrete columns (pictures opposite). 

Sir Thomas Bennett is the architect of the new market, the 
details of which were approved by the Court of Common 
Council last week at an estimated cost of nearly £2 million. 

The new premises will comprise a well-ventilated market 
hall, with offices on the first floor around the perimeter, a new 
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and bigger Cock Tavern with a restaurant, parking space for 
vehicles in roofed avenues within the market site, and cold- 
storage accommodation in the basement. 

There are many improvements over the old market. No 
internal columns will obstruct movement in the main hall ; 
buyers will be able to pass freely along a central avenue 
between the stalis for poultry and meat traders; office 
accommodation will be greater ; cold-storage arrangements 
have been improved and so have the toilet facilities. Traffic 
circulation in particular will be much better than it was. 

A pattern of small hexagonal windows will form an attractive 
feature of a concrete screen wall on the West Smithfield and 


Charterhouse Street frontages. The outer walls will be in dark 
blue bricks.

Lords clash over planning policy 

Under the planning policy of the Lcc, residential accommoda- 
tion in central London was being demolished to make way for 
office blocks, alleged Lord Amulree in the House of Lords. 

Earl Waldegrave, joint Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Agriculture, replying, said the policy of the Lcc, 
approved by the Minister of Housing, was the opposite to 
that stated by Lord Amulree. It was to preserve residential 
uses wherever possible and to curb excessive office building. 
This did not mean there should be no offices at all in central 
London, but that each case would be looked at on its merits 
within the Lcc’s broad policy. In amendments to the Develop- 
ment Plan, which had been submitted to the Minister, a 
further strengthening of this policy was proposed. 

Lord Amulree asked if the Government thought it right 
that a block of buildings in Percy Street, Tottenham Court 
Road, which contained some good residential accommodation 
should be pulled down, as was now proposed, and replaced 
by a ten-storey office block. 

Earl Waldegrave said although negotiations had been 
taking place for several years past about the development of 
this site in Percy Street, planning permission had not yet been 
granted for any development. If and when any planning per- 
mission was granted it would fall within the policy he had 
already indicated. 

Baroness Wootton of Abinger asked, if the policy of the 
Lcc was to favour residential accommodation rather than office 
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accommodation, why this policy had not been effective and 
whether the Government took some responsibility for this. 

Earl Waldegrave said he would not agree that the policy 
had not been effective, but no doubt the policy needed strength- 
ening. There were proposals for amendments to the Develop- 
ment Plan which would have the effect of strengthening the 
policy, in detail and in general. 


Minister’s views on design 


Mr. Henry Brooke, the Minister of Housing, in a written 
Commons reply to Mr. Dingle Foot, Labour MP for Ipswich, 
said: ‘My policy is to accept the design of a new house where 
I consider it to be good in itself and properly related to its 
surroundings, whether it is traditional or modern.’ 

Mr. Foot had asked him to make a policy statement about 
dealing with appeals against the refusal of planning authorities 
to grant planning permission for the erection of dwelling 
houses of modern design. 


Building standards plea rejected 


The Prime Minister rejected a Labour MP’s demand in the 
Commons that he should appoint a Royal Commission to 
examine the problem of building standards and their designs. 

Mr. Woodburn, Labour MP for Clackmannan and Stirling, 
gave as his reasons for making the demand the growth of 
crime and the failure of local and other planning authorities 
to ensure the equipment of buildings against illegal entry.

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Design and the speed of construction 


The influence of design on the speed of construction was 
discussed by Mr. A. Raymond Mais, ope, in a Yerbury 
Foundation lecture at the r1BA last week. Mr. Mais is manag- 
ing director of Trollope & Colls Ltd., a member of the 
NFBTE Council and a junior vice-president of the LMBa. 

He said that this interest in the speed of building work was 
not a new concept in the industry. One gained the wrong 
impression that it was only in the last few years that the need 
to build fast had been fully appreciated. He gave brief 
details of three selected projects carried out between the wars 
with their total cost adjusted to present-day values 


1. Shell Mex House, Strand. Value £3,368,000. Total cube 
of building 7,648,000 ft cube. Total time from access to site 
to clients’ occupation, 24 months. 

2. Wellcome Foundation. Value £1,158,000. Total cube of 
building 2,555,000 ft cube. Time taken from access to site to 
completion, 13 months. 

3. Scottish Widows Offices, Cornhill. Value £440,000. Total 
cube of building 653,000 ft cube. Time taken 13 months. 


Mr. Mais continued: ‘In adjusting the prewar cost to present- 
day standards the Venning Index has been used. All these 
buildings had Portland Stone cladding to all! elevations, 
substantial sub-structures and high-quality finishings. You 
will probably agree that it would be extremely difficult to 
improve on these times today. 

‘The difference today is that it is no longer reasonable to 
accelerate the progress of the work by the uneconomical use 
of labour. Prewar labour was in more plentiful supply and 
obtainable at a much lower cost. It was therefore com- 
paratively simple to increase the tempo of a project by merely 
increasing the labour force. The difference today is that a 
greater part of the control of speed has passed from the 
general foreman on site and is now in the hands of the 
architect and engineer. 

‘If this paper had been presented to you six years ago it 
would have been possible to show you two adjoining buildings 
started at about the same time and built by the same con- 
tractor. The superstructure of the larger building was almost 
complete before the smaller building had reached ground 
level. Thus we should have been able to show you the photo- 
graphs and slides of practical demonstration of the effect of 
design on the speed of construction and this would have been 
far more impressive than any words of mine. In the case of 
the larger building the contractors, architects and consulting 
engineers worked together from the inception of the project.’ 

‘There was, at all stages, the closest co-operation between the 
three members of the team. Specialist sub-contractors were 
appointed early in the planning stage, plant layouts, detailed 
planning and forward ordering were all at an advanced stage 
prior to the work commencing. It can be argued that this is 
not a matter of design but one of organization and therefore 
is not within the terms of reference of this paper, but I do not 
think you can divorce good organization and forward planning 
from economic design or rapid construction. 

‘Many architects I know appreciate that speed during 
construction starts on the drawing board. These are fre- 
quently the ones who have had site experience, and in their 
case the need for prior consultation with a contractor may 
not be so essential, but undoubtedly some form of early 
consultation, no matter how experienced the professional 
advisers may be, must inevitably have a beneficial effect on 
the ultimate speed of the project.’ 


Mr. Mais said it must be realized that the measures taken 
during design in order to speed up the work might sometimes 
slightly increase the initial capital cost, but these must be set 
against the savings which would accrue to a client by an early 
completion. 

Delays in the flow of information on a contract were one 
of the chief causes of hold-ups and could more than offset 
any saving in time which might have been achieved in the 
design. It was not generally realized that a delay on one 
section of a contract, even though there might be work 
available on other sections, could result in a genera! decrease 
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in overall progress and output which went far beyond that 
directly due to the delay itself. Once a contract had lost 
tempo, it was extremely difficult to restore it. 

‘In recent years,’ continued Mr. Mais, ‘we have seen the 
introduction of what is known as the package deal. This has 
been brought about due to building owners thinking that by 
obtaining limited competition not only on price but on design 
direct from the contracting industry that they will save not 
only the fees of their professional advisers but also obtain a 
scheme which is both economical and capable of rapid 
erection. It is my opinion that unless there is an improvement 
in the co-operation between the professions and the industry 
working as a team, there is a danger that the package deal 
will gain in popularity, and personally | doubt whether this 
is either good for the client or for the industry.” 


Anti-clutter drive 


Thousands of advertising signs have been removed or resited 
in an anti-clutter drive in the Manchester and Salford areas. 
The drive was part of the advertising industry’s campaign to 
secure observance of the ‘clutter code’ introduced by the 
industry in March this year. 

The drive has two main aims—to tidy up a badly cluttered 
region and to provide experience that would be valuable 
elsewhere. It is hoped that by the end of the year the area will 
be ‘decluttered’. A tour will be made some time in January to 
inspect the various sites. 

News of the drive came at the same time as an announce- 
ment that a deputation, including Members from both sides 
of the House, was seeing Sir Keith Joseph, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Housing and Local Government, 
on the question of advertisements on business premises. 
Planning bodies and amenity societies in many parts of the 
country have complained that the introduction of the clutter 
code has had little appreciable effect in their areas. 

Many of them would like to see stricter control of outdoor 
advertising. They point out that the clutter code was only 
introduced when the industry was threatened with such 
control. The advertising industry, on the other hand, feels 
that the campaign to secure acceptance of the code is only 
beginning to get under way. 


£548 million constructional work 


Contractors in Great Britain carried out constructional work 
to the value of £548 million during the third quarter of 1960, 
according to provisional figures collected by the Ministry of 
Works. This was £41 million more than in the same period 
last year and £12 million more than in the second quarter of 
this year. Allowing for seasonal adjustments, output in the 
third quarter rose by about | per cent compared with the 
second quarter, and was 64 per cent higher than a year ago. 

The amount of work done on housing fell in comparison 
with last quarter, but was higher than a year ago. The value 
of work done for public authorities (other than housing), 
although higher than in the second quarter of the year, was 
lower than in 1959. The value of industrial building work 
continued to rise and was £18 million more than in the third 
quarter of last year. The value of repair work also continued 
to increase. 

In October 1,107,000 operatives were employed by the 
construction industries. Allowing for seasonal adjustments, 
there was no change in the number of operatives working in 
October compared with the previous month. It is estimated 
that, with the exception of October, 1956, this is the highest 
figure for October in the post-war period. 


US Ministry of Urban Affairs ? 


Speculation that President-elect Kennedy will set up a new 
Ministry of Urban Affairs has followed the announcement 
that he has appointed the first-ever Secretary for such a 
Department. 

It is expected that such a Department would formulate 
national policy on housing, traffic and industrial develop- 
ment. Failure to have such a policy is said to have resulted 
in serious problems in nearly every American city. 
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More for urban renewal 


Expenditure on education, mental health, urban redevelop- 
ment and open spaces is expected to rise in the next few years. 
This is shown by the local authority estimates published last 
week. 

The Government has proposed a general grant for 1961-62 
of £454 million and for 1962-63 of £472 million, related to 
proposed local authority expenditure in the same periods of 
£818 million and £851 million. 

Detailed figures show that while urban redevelopment made 
less progress in the first general grant period than expected, 
the new grant provides for more expenditure under this head. 
Expenditure on mental health services, which had reached 
about £4 million in 1959-60, will be well over double that 
figure by 1962-63. 

In 1961-62 about 36 per cent more will be allowed for 
public open space and in 1962-63 the amount will rise by a 
further 43 per cent. 


Eight-storey Oxford laboratory 


Work on an eight-storey laboratory, which will be the tallest 
building in Oxford University’s central science area, is 
expected to begin this month. 

This is the third of a group of buildings designed by Basil 
Ward, of Murray, Ward and Partners, in the science area. 
Structural engineers are Ove Arup and Partners. 

The laboratory is an extension to the biochemistry depart- 
ment. It will have a reinforced concrete frame with no internal 
columns, and will be clad in white Portland stone and grey 
ceramic mosaic. The design is a flexible one, enabling adapta- 
tions to be made to meet changing needs. 


‘No’ to South Bank Hotel 


Planning permission to erect a 13-storey, £3 million hotel on 
the South Bank has been refused by the Lcc, to architects 
George, Davies and Webb. The site lies between the new 
Shell building and the Thames, and is near Hungerford 
Bridge. 

D. C. Davies, a partner in the firm, said that had permission 
been received, a development group was prepared to go 
ahead with the scheme. The council had been looking for 
someone to build the hotel for years, but now that a plan 
had been submitted they had turned it down. 

An hotel was incorporated in the plans for the South Bank 
in 1955, but last month Mrs. Freda Corbet, chairman of the 
general purposes committee of the council, said that it was 
now preferable for an hotel to be built downstream from 
Waterloo Bridge, the site at one time intended for the pro- 
posed science centre. 

The tcc decided that the design for the proposed hotel did 
not conform to the council’s requirements of daylighting 
and car parking. The council was now going out to tender 
for the new site, and had invited the architects to submit a 
scheme.

Hertfordshire College of Building 


Presenting the first report on the work of Hertfordshire 

College of Building at the college prize distribution recently, 

Mr. A. G. G. Richards, Head of the College, said that in 

1950 the county not only had no college of building, but its 

one technical college at Watford, had not even a building 

department. Students of building were a sub-group in the 
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Department of Engineering, and their numbers in the day- 
time at the first enrolment of the first Department of Building 
were 55. 

Numbers were maintained at about that level for three 
years’ running, so in 1950 the first Building Department was 
opened, and in 1952 it was followed by a second at Hatfield. 
Once the departments had separate lives of their own, 
enrolments began to rise at once, and now, ten years later, 
they had the College of Building with 600. Except for a leap 
after the first year, progress had been steady. The overall 
record of work showed that the number of student hours 
for their first session together—166,000—exceeded by 30 
per cent the combined total for the last year of the Hatfield 
and Watford departments. 


Ministry of Works film service 


The Technical Information Service of the Ministry of Works 
has issued its annual selected list of technical films for the 
building industry. The 128 films on the list have been chosen 
by a panel as the most up-to-date on all aspects of building. 
The Ministry also acts as distributor for films made by the 
Building Research Station, and all these are included. 

The list is subdivided into 15 sections of films. grouped 
according to their subjects for ready reference. All films are 
in 16mm. Most of them are sound films and more than half 
of them are in colour. A brief synopsis of each is given under 
its title. With very few exceptions, the films are lent free of 
charge to firms, societies and educational establishments 
connected with building.

Falkirk civic centre 


A new £500,000 civic centre is to be built by Falkirk Town 
Council within the next four years. 

Designed by Baron Bercott, of Glasgow, the centre will be 
erected on a site of over seven acres at West Bank, on the 
north side of Camelon Road. The buildings will consist of a 
main office block centralizing all the council departments; a 
municipal suite providing a council chamber and committee 
rooms; and public halls, comprising a large hall with balcony 
and stage and a small hall. Car parking space wil! also be 
provided. 

Provost William Leisham said that the scheme would help 
Falkirk to maintain its place as the ‘capital’ of East Stirling- 
shire. 


Londoners for Hampshire 


Plans for accommodating some 60,000 Londoners in Hamp- 
shire went a stage further last week, with the decision by 
Hampshire County Council to authorize its finance committee 
to negotiate agreements with the Lcc and Basingstoke and 
Andover Councils. It is proposed that Basingstoke should 
take about 30,000, Andover 15,000 and the Tadley area to 
the north of the county 15,000. Most of the capita! will be 
provided by the Lcc. 


‘Scourge’ of air pollution 
Air pollution was called ‘a real social scourge on a world 
scale’ by Professor Rene Truhaut, president of the Inter- 
national Research Committee on the causes of cancer, in a 
recent address in Paris. 

He revealed that for the first time cancer had been provoked 
in rats by making them breathe air polluted to about the 
same degree as that over Paris. 


“New look’ for the Army 


Speaking at a luncheon at Chester recently, Lieut.-General 
W. G. Stirling, Goc-in-c Western Command, said the Army 
would be having barracks designed by the best architects in 
Britain. 

‘For 150 years at least, the Army has been housed atro- 
ciously,’ he declared. ‘I can remember living in huts which 
were condemned in the Boer War.’ The Army now wanted 
to make housing the last word in modern development. 

General Stirling said the married-quarters situation was 
being tackled with ‘extreme vigour’ and would be completed 
in the next three to four years. 


Maintenance scholarships 


The Architects’ Registration Council of the United Kingdom 
offer for award in June, 1961, certain maintenance scholar- 
ships in architecture. The scholarships will be renewable from 
year to year until the student has finished his or her school 
training. They will be available for students of British nation- 
ality who could not otherwise afford such training to enable 
them to attend architectural schools approved by the council. 

Students must, before submitting applications for ARCUK 
maintenance scholarships, ascertain from the loca! education 
authority for the district in which they live, whether that 
authority has any form of financial assistance available in 
cases such as theirs. Applications will not be considered if 
no steps have been taken by students to secure such other 
assistance as may be available. The scholarships will be 
available both for students who have already begun their 
training and for students wishing to begin their training. 
Scholarships will not be granted to students who will be less 
than 17 years of age on October | of the year in which the 
examination is taken. A

New LCC valuer 


Mr. William G. Webb, tcc deputy valuer, has been appointed 
valuer at a salary of £4,400 a year. He fills the vacancy caused 
by the death of Mr. J. E. J. Toole. 

Mr. Webb, who is 55, has served in the valuation depart- 
ment since he was 19. His special concern in recent years has 
been property negotiations for redevelopment schemes in 
central London. Previously he gave advice on the property 
aspects of town planning, on the green belt programme and 
property acquisitions for various council services. 


Building industry’s accident rate rises 


During the first half of this year there were 109 fatal and 
8,314 serious accidents in the building industry, compared 
with 78 fatal and 7,214 serious accidents in the same period 
last year. 

These figures were given by Mr. M. J. Youngs, Norwich 
and District Accident Prevention Group, at a meeting of the 
London Building and Engineering Contractors Accident 
Prevention Group recently. They show the accident rate 
to be running at a higher level than the average for many 
years. From 1950-57 the nurnber reported averaged 13,745 a 
year, of which an annual average of 188 were fatal. Over 
15,000 were reported in 1958, including 212 fatalities. If the 
present rate of accidents continues, therefore, the figures by 
the end of the year will be in the region of 218 fatalities and 
16,500 serious accidents. 

The speaker said that more young people than ever were 
being involved in accidents. The industry had heard some 
harsh words from the Inspector of Factories. Last year at 
least 40 per cent of prosecutions brought by the Factory 
Inspectorate involved building firms, especially the smaller 
ones. 

What were the reasons for the continuing rise in accidents? 
asked Mr. Youngs. Was the fine weather of 1959 responsible 
for the low rate that year and was this year’s bad weather 
the cause of the high rate? Had it anything to do with the 
type of buildings being erected—more high buildings were 
going up, for instance—or could it be due to the speed of 
erection ? 

He said this staggering rate of accidents involved heavy 
costs. These costs were incurred in many ways. There were the 
wages paid but not earned; the inevitable stoppages when 
the accident happened; the expense of the seemingly never- 
ending inquiries; the enforced absence of witnesses in any 
subsequent proceedings; the resultant lower morale of the 
workers; the damage to plant; the loss of production and the 
effect on insurance rates. All these things did not take into 
account the cost to the person involved and to the nation as 
a whole. 

An accident might mean the absence of a key worker or 
workers for a considerable time. They could not afford to 
have such losses when labour was so short. 

‘Is it better to risk the lives of workmen and save imme- 
diate expenditure, or take sensible measures and know that 
costs will be cut?’ he asked. 


Noise nuisance 


Mr. Henry Brooke, Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, has drawn the attention of local authorities to the Noise 
Abatement Act, 1960, which came into operation on 
November 27, and which gives them new powers to deal with 
noise and vibration nuisance. It also enables three or more 
occupiers of land or premises who are aggrieved by a noise 
or vibration nuisance to make a complaint to a magistrate. 
Section | of the Act enables local authorities to serve an 
abatement notice on the persons causing the nuisance, or on 
the owner or occupier of premises on which it arises. If the 
notice is not complied with, it can be enforced by proceedings 
in a magistrates’ court.

This building, which houses the United States Embassy, 
the U.S. Consulate and the U.S. Information Service, is 
the result of a limited competition won by Saarinen in 
1956. It is designed to harmonize with a ‘Georgian’ 
environment and to ‘represent the best of architectural 
thought in America today’ (competition conditions). This 
building, which has aroused so much controversy is 
comprehensively illustrated here for the first time.

THE United States Embassy Office 
Building on Grosvenor Square is a very 
simple, symmetrical building designed 
to fit in with the symmetry) of the 
square. 

At one time, the dominant character- 
istic of Grosvenor Square was low row 
houses in a variety of styles and motifs 
packed so closely next to each other 
that they became a unified frame. But 
the Grosvenor Estate, which controls the 
square, has a new master plan, which is 
gradually emerging, whereby three sides 
of the square will form one large pseudo- 
Georgian composition. Buildings similar 
in style to that formerly occupied by the 
United States Embassy offices, with a 
uniform cornice line, red brick walls, 
Portland cement columns and balustrades, 
etc., will give the square a new aspect. 
It is for this future square—not the one 
that exists only in people’s memories— 
that the embassy building, the fourth 
side of this giant outdoor room, was 
designed. 


It was important that the embassy 
building be harmonious with the square, 
but it also had to be a proud building in 
its own right, for an embassy building is 
an important building both to the host 
country and the guest country and should 
be a landmark. 


We sought harmony in various ways. 
The mass and general cornice height— 
the silhouette line against the sky— 
conform to those of the buildings in the 
future square. There is continuity of 
material: the Portland stone which is 
trim and ornament on the red brick 
pseudo-Georgian buildings becomes the 
material for the embassy building. When 
the Portland stone on the new building

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darkens to the same tone as that on the 
surrounding edifices, this continuity will 
be clearly seen. Portland stone seemed 
appropriate too since it is the material 
generally used on official buildings in 
London. It is a stone moreover which— 
if used with broken surfaces—gains 
with time a beautiful pattern and texture 
of whites and blacks. (The building has 
been criticized as being too light and 
therefore ostentatious. New Portland 
stone always is light; but not for very 
long. We knew when we designed the 
facade that if we gave the wall sufficient 
texture on in and out surfaces that time 
and London soot and rain and wind would 
make this a dramatically dark building). 

There is a general scale set up by 
the size of windows and decorations on 
the pseudo-Georgian facades. The same 
scale, only slightly bolder, has been sought 
in the embassy facade by the structural 
system that forms it. This wall structure 
of coupled precast concrete columns

| The building has three functions: the 
| functions of the United States Embassy, 
the United States Consulate and the 
tabby United States Information Service. Each 
- has its own entrance. Those of the 
Consulate and the United States Informa- 
tion Service are on the side streets. 
As the most important, the embassy 
functions have their entrance in the 
middle of the fagade facing Grosvenor 
LOWER GROUND FLOOR SCALE: LIN = 64FT Square. To enhance this entrance there 
are three free-standing columns and 
directly above these, like a pediment, is 
the eagle of the United States. Here 
the eagle is used not in the form of the 
great seal (which appears inside the 
entrance doors below) but freely and 
symbolically as it has so often been 
used in the past. The functions most 
directly serving the public are housed 
on the two lower floors. The other 
functions of the embassy are housed in 
the four storeys and penthouse above. 
Thus, the functional separation of what 
is for the public and what is more private 

is clearly expressed in the design. 

The most beautiful view of an English 
square is always from the first floor 
where one can look out above the auto- 
mobiles into the green park. The main 
floor of this building, where all the 
principal rooms are situated (the Library, 
the Consulate, etc.) has that particular 
view. Here, as elsewhere in the building, 
we have tried, through choice of materials 
and the character of the architecture, to 
furniture store create a stateliness and formality which 
express the meaning of the building.

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The Plan 
The new Embassy is primarily an office 
building. At the centre of the plan a 
reception area is served by four fully- 
automatic lifts. These passenger lifts 
serve all floors, except the penthouse. 
Two staircases are contained in each 
services ‘core’ in the north and south 
wings. 

The ground floor contains the U.S.LS. 
Library, and the Visa Section of the 
Consular Service. Upper floors contain 
administrative offices, the Ambassador's 
suite being situated on the second floor 
of the building. 

The lower ground floor occurs at street 
level. An internal car parking area is 
situated on the west side with entrances 
at each end from Blackburne’s Mews. 
The rest of this floor is largely devoted 
to the U.S. Information Service. 

The cafeteria, restaurant and em- 
ployees’ lounge are situated in the base- 
ment. Two ramps slope down from 
Blackburne’s Mews to provide entry to 
a large garage space at basement level. 

Various maintenance departments, 
storage areas and plant rooms, including 
the main boiler room, are placed in the 
sub-basement. 


Construction ; 

Foundations consist mainly of mass 
concrete strip footings, taken 3ft into 
clay, with reinforced concrete distribu- 
ting beams which are either formed 
independently or by thickening out the 
sub-basement slab. 

Columns throughout the building 
are of in situ reinforced concrete. The 
sub-basement and basement floors con- 
sist in the main of a floating slab of 9in 
thick reinforced concrete. Around the 
perimeter of the rectangle, the slab 
turns up into a 9in wall tanked with 
asphalt and protected on the outside 
with 44in brickwork. The wall extends

thickens out to form a base for star- 
shaped columns which extend up to first 
floor level. At ground floor level there 
are beams spanning between these 
columns to carry the ground floor con- 
struction. 

Above first floor level the building is 
made up of composite construction 
consisting basically of three in situ rein- 
forced concrete ‘towers’ which extend 
to the foundations and which are con- 
nected by in situ reinforced concrete 
beam and column spine construction, 
with suspended floors of composite 
construction. 

The central tower has two lift shafts 
with Sin thick in situ reinforced concrete 
walls, whilst the north and south towers 
are similarly constructed but contain 
stairs, lavatories and services generally. 

The reinforced concrete columns in 
the lower part of the structure—mostly 
placed at 11ft centres—and the rein- 
forced concrete ‘towers’ support a 
system of diagonally intersecting beams 
at first floor level.

in situ reinforced concrete and are 
placed at 7ft 94in centres in both 
directions. They are cast in trough 
section units of precast concrete which 
are left in position as permanent 
formwork. These trough sections are 
26ft deep by Ilin wide overall with 
castellations in the bottom of the 
section. The floor slab over the beams 
is generally of normal reinforced con- 
crete 4in thick. In about half of this 
floor, a 12in gap is left between the 
top of the beams and the floor over to 
accommodate services. 

These diagonal beams are cantilevered 
out approximately Sft from the face 
of the columns and carry at their 
extremities the precast concrete units 
which make up the walling above and 
which in turn bring down the loads 
from the upper floors. 

Floors in the upper part of the 
building are of composite construction. 
They contain I section beams at 5ft 6in 
centres. Prestressed precast concrete 
planks 4in deep form the bottom flange 
of the beams. Castellations are formed 
on top of these planks to form a key for 
the in situ part of the beam above. 
The top flange of the beam is formed by 
the floor slab which consists of an in situ 
reinforced concrete topping generally 
1}in thick, placed on precast concrete 
trough units which provide permanent 
formwork. The beams are cast with 
nibs which fit over 4in recesses on the 
spine beams and the nibs on the back 
of the concrete units in the walls. 


Electrical installation 


The electrical installation feeds the 
building through two separate sub- 
Stations. From these bus-bars rise to 
serve each floor. Power and electrical 
runs are fed horizontally on multiple 
G.E.C. trunking laid in the screed. A 
standby diesel powers an alternator to 
be used in case of emergency. 

Apart from stairs and service rooms, 
all lighting is by fluorescent tubes, 
housed in special fittings with grey 
louvres to eliminate glare. 


Ventilation 


Ventilation is provided in all internal 
spaces and in certain areas where there 
are high heat gains (e.g. library and 
auditorium). The supply air is cooled 
so that with an external temperature of 
80 deg F the interior is maintained at 
75 deg F. There is no humidity control. 
The air, which is heated and electro- 
Statically filtered, flows to mixing boxes 
on the recirculation side of four fan 
plants. These are situated in an IIft 
wide service gallery running 264ft, the 
length of the building. From here the 
supply and recirculation ducting runs 
up to every floor where it is distributed 
above the suspended ceiling to distribu- 
tion and intake points. Some sound 
attenuator boxes are provided to deaden 
both air noise caused by excessive air 
velocity (due to structural difficulties) 

and also as a security precaution.

Heating 

Heating of the entire building is by low- 
temperature hot water supplied by three 
boilers, two with an output of 5 million 
B.Th.U/hr each and the other generating 
1.5 million B.Th.U/hr (domestic hot 
water during the summer). 

The upper floors are divided into four 
main heating zones, each with its own 
thermostatically-controlled circuit which 
runs through ‘Copperad’ convectors. 
The ground floor and below are heated 
and ventilated by a plenum system run 
off heater batteries connected to a fifth 
circuit. When external temperature is 
30 deg F the systems are designed to 
a room temperature of 70 deg F.

Aggregate Exposure in Concrete (B) 

Following experiments recently made in 
Norway in open sand-blasting, tests have 
been carried out, in conjunction with the 
Cement and Concrete Association, using 
the medium of shot-blasting to achieve 
aggregate exposure of concrete. It is 
claimed that results obtained were better 
in many ways than the various methods 
already in use such as grinding, bush 
hammering, wire brushing, acid etching 
or spraying the surface of the slab with a 
fine water spray before hardening of the 
concrete. The equipment used on these 
tests was a Vacu-Blast closed-circuit shot- 
blast unit. The principle of the working 
of this unit involves the automatic re- 
covery of abrasive by a pressure/vacuum 
system which takes place inside a gunhead 
moved along the face of the concrete. 
The abrasive, together with the broken- 
down mortar, is returned to the unit 
through the vacuum line and is then 
separated and cleaned for re-circulation. 
The mortar is carried over to the dust 
section of the machine which is emptied 
at intervals. The operation is claimed to be 
dust-free. Although it is always an 
advantage to expose when concrete is still 
young, the time factor is claimed to be 
not nearly so important with the Vacu- 
Blast technique as with other methods. 
A recent trial on the new University 
buildings at Cambridge showed that it 
was possible to expose when the concrete 
had been in position for six weeks, at the 
rate of 4 sq yds per hr. Limestone wall 
comprising a 4:2:1 mix was exposed to a 
depth of jin at a rate of 1 sq ft per 
min and the wall was again six weeks 
old. The depth of exposure of the aggre- 
gate can be determined by three factors: 


Any advantages claimed on behalf of the 
products are taken from information given by the manufacturer 


(1) the ‘dwell’ of the gun on the surface, 
(2) the pressure at which blasting is carried 
out and (3) the particle size of the abrasive 
used. On a white cement grout mixed 
wall, comprising lin to lin round 
aggregate, exposure was possible to a 
depth of 4in by the correct manipulation 
of these three variables. Although it may 
be expected that aggregate exposed in 
this manner would shatter, it is claimed 
to have been proved that this is not so and 
that even smaller particles are left intact. 
In addition it is stated to be possible to 
expose to the edge of the block or wall 
by use of a suitable template. As is shown 
by our illustration, exposure is uniform 
over the entire surface. The equipment 
recommended for aggregate exposure by 
this method is the Medium Vacu-Blast 
unit. Only compressed air is required to 
operate the gun which may be used at a 
vertical lift of 15ft and up to a distance of 
40ft from the machine; the gun may 
equally well be operated overhead. This 
Medium unit may also be used for 
cleaning the internal bores of pipes, as 
well as external surfaces prior to wrapping 
or coating
